us. The creft of noble or illuflrioys anceftry has 
funk before the fudden accumulation of wealth in 
vulgar hands: but that were little, had not the 
elegance of manners, had not the dignity of de- 
portment, had not the poe e of virtue, which ufed 
to characterife fon ur high-born names, giv- 
en way to that tide of fortune which has lifted the 
low, the illiterate, and the unfeeling, into ftati- 
ons of which they were unworthy. 

In the pofletiion, indeed, of what he™haé at- 


bours, with the hopes of which his fatigues were 
lightened, and his cares were foothed, the mere 
man of bufinefs frequently undergoes fuffering, 
inflead of finding enjoyment. ‘Io be bufy, as 
one ought, isan eafy art; but to know how to be 
idle, is a very fuperior accompliihment. This 
difficulty is much increafed with perfons to whom 
the habit of employment has made fome attive ex- 
ertion neceflary; who cannot fleep contented in the 
torpor of indolence, or amufe themfelves with thofe 
lighter triflesin which he, who inherited idlenefs 
as he did fortune from his anceftors, has been ac- 
cultomed to find amufemeat. ‘The mileries and 
—e the ‘‘retired‘* pleafures”? of men 
of bufinefs Rave been frequently matter of fpecu- 
ation to the moralift, and of ridicule to the wit. 
Independence in the ufe of one’s time is not the 
lealt valuable {pecies waimyeedom., This liberty the 

fan of Letters enjoys; while the ignorant and 
the illiterate often retire from the thraldom of bu- 
finefs, only to become the flaves of languor, in- 
temperance, or vice. 

But the fituation in which the advantages of that 
endowment of mind which letters beftow are chiefly 
confpicuous, is old age, when a man’s fociety is 
neceflarily circum{cribed, and his powers of active 
enjoyment are unavoidably diminifhed. Unfit for 
the buftle of affairs and the amufements of Ki: 
youth, an old man, if he has no fource of tnental 
exertion or employment, often fettles into the 
gloom cf melancholy and peevithnefs, or petrifies 
his feelings by habitual intoxication. From an 
old man whofe gratifications were folely derived 
from thofe fewfual appetites which time has blunt- 
ed, or from thofe trivial amufements of which 
youth only can fhare, age has cut off almoft every 
fource.of enjoyment, But to him who has ftored 
his mind with the information, ard can ftill em- 
ploy it in the amufement of letters, this blank of 
life is admirably filled up. He aéts, he thinks, and 
he feelg with that literary world whofe fociety he 
can at all timesenjoy. There is perhaps no ftate 
more capable of comfort to ourfelves, or more at- 
tractive of veneration from others, than that which 
fach an-ald.age affords; itis then the twilight of 
the paffions, when they are mitigated bat not 
extinguifhed, and {,cead their gentle influence 
over the evening of our days, in alliance with; 
seafon, and in amity with virtue. 

In the more important relations of fociety, in 
the clofer intercourie of friend, of hufband,and of 
father, that fuperior delicacy and refinement of 
feeling which the cultivation of the mind beftows, 
heighten affection into fentiment, and mingle 
with fuch connections a dignity and tendernels 
which gaveaes deared value™o Mr exiftence. In 
fortunate circumftances thofe feelings enhance prof- 
perity ; but inthe decline of fortune, as inthe de- 
cline of life, their influence and importance are 
chiefly felt. *’They {mooth the hariinets of adver- 
fity, andon the brow of misfortune print that lan- 
guid {mile, which their votaries wou!d often not 
exchange for the broade(t mirth of thofe unfeeling 

profperous men who poile(s good fortune, but have 
not the heart for happinels.
